AIRYMEN everywhere are working together to promote their 
business and make ‘Every Month Dairy Month.’ The 
largest non- brand advertising and sales program in the history 
of the dairy industry is being « arried on by ADA through funds 
made available by dairymen who set aside money from their 


milk checks. 


Guernsey breeders are doing their part to help make America 
more milk conscious. Many Guernse) dairymen, in addition 
to contributing to the “check off” system, are also supporting 
the breed program, GOLDEN GUERNSEY. This aggressive 
successful milk program continues to do much to make “‘every 
month dairy month.” Each year, sales of GOLDEN GUERNSEY 
milk continue to increase, and during the past year an all-time 
high of 230,340,734 quarts, an increase of 4.2 per cent over 
1955, were sold under the trade-mark. 


Guernsey milk is sought after for table use. Whether the 
milk is sold as GOLDEN GUERNSEY, as straight Guernsey milk, 
or blended with other milk to “sweeten” the batch, its rich 
golden color, famous flavor, and taste appeal is in demand.

“ Beware of peddlers selling miracle 


stock tonics, warn N. N. Allen and 
Robert Niedermeier, dairy cattle spe 
cialists at the University of Wisconsin 
Don’t let high pressure salesmen sell 
you something you don’t need or 
which costs more than it’s worth. 
Stock tonics usually contain a lot 
of things that aren’t needed. The 
claims may range from prevention and 
cure of mastitis to clearing up all 
breeding troubles of your cows. 


Let’s take a look at a label of a typical 
stock tonic and check it against the 
cow’s needs. One contains charcoal, 
sulfur, salt, bicarbonate of soda, mag 
nesium. sulfate, sodium sulfate, cal- 
cium carbonate, calcium phosphate, 
sulfate of iron, potassium 
cobalt carbonate, nux vomica, quassia, 
fenugreek, ginger, capsicum, anise and 
a long list of vitamins.

According to the label, the charcoal 
is to absorb gas. It would take much 
more than is in this tonic to be of any 
value. There is plenty of sulfur in the 
ordinary feed. If it were needed, it can 
be bought for three or four cents per 
pound. 


Salt is salt, why pay 15 to 20 cents 
per pound in a tonic? The bicarbonate 
of soda its relieve 
acidity. and

calcium phosphate in the tonic is not 
enough to contribute much to the 
cow’s needs. 

Trace mineral salt can furnish the 
trace minerals a cow needs at a much 
lower cost than they’re supplied in the 
tonic. 

The nux vomica, quassia, fenugreek, 
ginger, capsicum and anise all have 
value when used for a specific purpose, 
but not as used here in “shotgun 
treatments” like tonic. They are 
drugs used by your veterinarian, only 
when needed. The anise also makes 
the mixture smell good to the buyer. 

The long list of vitamins is made up 
mostly of the B vitamins, which the 
cow makes in great plenty in her own 
stomach. 

The amounts of the vitamins are not 
stated on the label, and there’s no 
assurance of getting enough. If there’s 
any reason to think any of these is 
needed, you can get known amounts 


at low cost in standard vitamin prepara- 
tions. 

As you can see, a shotgun mixture 
such as this tonic gives a little of a lot 
of things that aren't needed—and not 
enough to do much good of the 
things that may be needed. 

Before you buy a stock tonic, check

Change in By-Laws 


The yp sso changes in the By-Laws, as explained in the 
Call to the Annual Meeting, were voted by the membership. The 
p see concerning a lower transfer fee in special cases has been in 
effect for the past year. The other change advances the age limit 
from six months to eight months, after which time the $5.00 penalty 
fee will apply on animals to be registered. This became effective 
with all applications received after May 15, 1957. 

The purpose of extending this age limit is to assist breeders 
who vaccinate their calves between six and eight months of age, 
and prefer to fill out registration applications on these animals at 
that time. 

Public Relations 


The office has always been concerned about the occasional 
failure or negligence of a breeder to furnish a buyer with registra- 
tion certificates on animals purchased. A new buyer of registered 
Guernseys can easily become discouraged when this situation oc- 
curs and the seller neglects to furnish registration certificates, in 
accordance with the purchase agreement. 
The Executive Committee has authorized the Home Office to 
suspend activities with a breeder who fails to answer correspon- 
dence in such cases. The suspension will be in effect until the 
matter is cleared. in i eid 
Agents Buying at Public Auction aiaataciaaaaias 


The Executive Committee voted that animals purchased at 
public auction in the name of an agent shall be transferred to that 
agent, unless the name of the buyer is given by the end of the sale. 
It is recognized that there may be an exception to this, such as Vo- 
Ag Instructors and Extension Agents purchasing animals for FFA 

r 4-H members. The Home Office has authority to make excep 
sien to the rule in such cases. 


Transfer of an Entire Herd 


The Executive Committee has approved the use of one appli 
cation form for the transfer of an entire herd from the seller to one 
purchaser. The new application form, to be furnished by the Club, 
will require the seller to provide the sale data only once, followed 
by a listing of the animals to be transferred, along with service 
data. This is effective immediately, and applications may be ob 
tained by writing to the Home Office. 


Sire Summaries 

It was voted to discontinue publication of the number of regis- 
tered daughters four years of age or sen that have up to now ap 
peared in the Sire — The figure that has been shown is 
only an estimate, and in some cases is greatly distorted from the 
facts. It is not Ssnathlie ¢ to manually check the registration applica 
tion of each registered daughter to determine the age. Because the 
figure used is only an estimate, the Committee voted to discontinue 
its publication. 

Minimum Requirements for Annual Production Leaders 

The Executive Committee voted that for either an AR or HIR 
record to be eligible for consideration as a yearly Production Leader 
for milk or fat, the record must be 270 days or more in length, and 
must equal or exceed a minimum of 10310 Ibs. of milk and 500 Ibs.

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HE ideal in bulk milk handling is 

accomplished by milking cows 

into a pipeline milking system, 
conveying the milk by vacuum to a 
collection chamber, releasing the milk 
under vacuum, and putting the milk 
into a farm bulk milk cooling tank. 
The tanker truck then arrives on the 
farm, and by pump pulls the milk from 
the farm bulk milk cooling tank and 
puts it into the tanker. At the milk 
plant the milk is pumped out of the 
tanker into the system. Interestingly 
enough, the fact is that under this 
ideal condition no one lifts a pound or 
a drop of this milk. All the unneces- 
sary labor currently employed has 
been eliminated. 

The labor that can be eliminated 
may be gathered from the following 
picture. Currently in Pennsylvania we 
milk about 950,000 dairy cows. These 
cows produce in our state about six 
billion pounds of milk in a year. As 
we now do the job, dairymen are 
carrying this milk from the cow to the 
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milkhouse. There have been enough 
surveys to indicate that we walk about 
four miles to care for the milk from 
one cow. In addition, these dairymen 
have not only the weight of the milk 
to carry but also the weight of the milk- 
ing machine equipment or the open 
top pails that the milk is carried in. 
This is a staggering job. To give you 
some indication, the milking machines 
used in Pennsylvania at every milking 
alone weigh approximately one and 
one-half million pounds. 

In Pennsylvania from the milk- 
house to the milk plant there is also a 
tremendous job. Farmers, haulers, and 
dairy plant help are handling more 
than 200,000 40-quart cans of milk 
every day. The weight of those cans, 
without milk, amounts to over five 
million pounds. 

Think of the job that we do among 
our 44,000 dairy farms and about 
1.100 milk plants where we handle five 
million pounds of metal and 17 million 
pounds of milk, which has to be lifted, 
shoved and pushed, tugged and rolled 
to get the milk where we want it. Is 
it any wonder that people have de- 
cided that bulk milk handling arriving 
on the scene will certainly eliminate 
milk can handling? Applying this data 
on a national scale, United States 
dairymen are milking about 21% 


million cows which produce approxi- 
mately 340 million pounds of milk 


daily. This job requires in the dairy 
industry the handling of more than 
four millton 40-quart cans, which in 
metal alone weigh 100 million pounds. 

Think again of the staggering load 
of 100 million pounds of metal and 
340 million pounds of milk that our 
dairy industry is moving unnecessarily 

because bulk milk handling and 
electricity can eliminate this staggering 
job. Farm bulk cooling tanks are, as 
the name implies, tanks that will hold 
and cool milk in bulk. These tanks are 
manufactured in many shapes, al- 
though the majority are rectangular. 
The milk contact surfaces are of stain- 
less steel. The external areas are of 
stainless steel or a steel painted surface. 
All of the tanks are properly insulated 
to retain the temperature of the proper- 
ly cooled milk. The farm bulk milk 
cooling tank is equipped with com- 
pressor to provide a direct expansion 
refrigerant system or a compressor that 
cools water and builds an ice bank. 
Either method cools the metal. As 
the milk is circulated across the cold 
metal the heat of the milk is removed. 
In these units the milk is cooled to 
about 36° almost immediately after 
milking. Successive milkings are 
added to the cold milk without diff- 
culty. 

There are a large number of manu- 
facturers of bulk milk tanks, but cer- 
tainly anyone thinking of the purchase 
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of one should consider the problem of 
reliability of manufacturer, the type of 
a unit he wants, the service that he can 
get, and the cost involved in the cold 
wall tank operation. The advantages 
of farm bulk cooling tanks are as fol 
lows: convenience, labor saving, im 
provement in milk quality, generally 
electrical cool 
milk, no milk losses, frequently less 
hauling rates are charged or a premium 
paid for bulk milk, and possibly a 
slight increase in fat test. On the 


average farm, investments in handling 


less consumption to 


milk are no greater over the lifetime of 


the tank; sampling and measuring 
milk can be supervised in the milk- 
house, plus the many plant advantages. 


As always there are disadvantages. 
They are: large initial investment, 
which, by the way, seems to be the 
biggest problem and disadvantage as 
thought of by dairymen; inadequate 
milkhouse as to size and equipment, 
insufficient water supply; dairymen 
have to wash and sanitize tanks; bad 
roads and lanes; and occasional power 
failures. However, the advantages 
certainly outweigh the disadvaniages.

As an extension dairy specialist in 
on the ground floor on this develop 
ment, it has been my practice to recom- 
mend to a farmer that if he purchases 
a farm bulk milk tank, he should pur 
chase the size tank thac will contain at 
least six maximum milkings, because 
nearly all of the 3,500 or more farms 
that have tanks in Pennsylvania are 
having their milk picked up on an 
every-other-day basis. In addition, the

As dairymen, you all know that in 
this business you have grown. May 
I just cite one illustration again? In 
Pennsylvania, in 20 years we have 
grown from somewhere around seven 
cows per farm to about 22 cows per 
farm. Certainly within the next two 
decades we are going to see farms be- 
coming more mechanized, more cows 
per farm, and greater milk production 
per cow. Hence, let us be sure to buy 
a tank that will be big enough, at 
least for the next decade, to take care 
of our milk production. 


While numerical facts can be boring, 
I do believe the following presentation

Each can will cost about 10 dollars 
and will go through one retinning 
process at about five dollars. So, dur 
ing the five-year life of the can we have 
an investment of 15 dollars, or three 
dollars per year. Ten cans at three 
dollars per year is 30 dollars. Thirty 
dollars over a 15-year period of time, 
which will be the lifetime of your cold 
wall tank, amounts to $450.00. This 
is the first saving which could be put 
aside so that a cold wall tank eventually 
will repay you if you go into this type 
of an operation. 

Referring back to the paragraph on 
advantages, there was a small advan- 
tage seemingly in no milk loss. I am 
sure all dairymen are familiar with the 
fact that milk does adhere to cans. It 
has been conservatively estimated that 
about one-half a pound of milk a day 


per can will adhere. Using that as a 
basis in the handling of this operation 


we would have one-half a pound of 
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milk a day kes i by five

$450.00 as a saving in milk cans. We 
have a sum of $5 oe no loss 
to the producer because he does not 
lose any milk adhering to cans, and 
thirdly, $600.00 from not having to 
purchase a milk cooler or tube milk 
cooler. This totals up to $1,597.00 

In regard to the cost of our cold wall 
tank units we are using the figure of 
$100.00 a can. On this imaginary 
average dairy farm in Pennsylvania, 
with a five-can operation, we need a 
cooler three times that daily produc- 
tion, or a 15 can or a 150 gallon milk 
cooler and at $100.00 a can. That 
figure amounts to $1,500.00, The 
three savings that I have mentioned 
are definite, positive, monetary returns 
that come as far as the purchase of ¢ 
cold wall tank is concerned. tina: 
you can see and I can see that it would 
be sensible for any average dairyman 
to enter into the field of bulk milk 
handling. Remember, this does not 
give you any monetary return on the 
other advant: iges of convenience, sup 
ervision of weighing and sampling, 
time saving, possibility of less elec- 
trical consumption, and possibility of 
lessened hauling rate, or a

Frequently, we have had controls 
which have not operated our unit, and 
hence trouble has arisen.

we find difficulty between the farmer 
and fieldman, or health officer, until 
this complete routine been de- 
veloped.

In recent years there has been en- 
countered an increased incidence of 
rancid flavor in fluid milks. Part 
of this increase has been attributed 
to the more extensive use of pipeline 
milker installations and farm tanks. 
Rancidity, in the dairy industry, 
means the deterioration of milk 
fat resulting from hydrolysis or the 
reaction of fat with water. The prod- 
ucts formed are free fatty acids some 
of which are responsible for the 
rancid flavor. Dairy chemists be- 
lieve that all raw milks contain an 
enzyme or enzymes known as lipase 
that is capable, under certain con- 
ditions, to partially hydrolyze milk 
fats thus producing a rancid flavor. 
Rancidity produced by lipase activity 
is frequently referred to as lipolysis. 
Lipolysis may occur spontaneously 
or may be induced. Spontaneous 
rancidity occurs due to the nature 
of the milk and nature of the cow 
producing the milk. 

Induced rancidity is the result of 
certain specific treatments the milk 
receives. These are known as activa- 
tion treatments and become impor- 
tant in pipeline milker installations. 
Two activation treatments that may 
be encountered during milk pro- 
duction are: 1, agitation of warm 
milk and 2, temperature fluctuation 
treatments. 

There is little opportunity for milk 
to receive such treatments when 
bucket-type milking machines, sur- 
face coolers, and 10 gallon cans are 
used. Activation is much more likely 
with equipment such as_ pipeline 
milkers and cold-wall farm tanks. 

Recent investigations of pipeline 
milking systems have shown the fol- 
lowing factors to be important in 
inducing lipolysis of milk fats. (1) 
The presence of air in the system. 
(2) The incorporation of risers in 
the line. (3) Excessive elevation in 
milker hoses from cow to pipeline. 
(4) Slight upward slope of the pipe- 
line. (5) Foaming of milk in vacuum 
releasers. (6) Continuous operation 
of centrifugal or diaphragm pumps 
at flow rates below capacity. (7) 
Installation of filters in vertical sec- 
tions on vacuum side of line. (8) 
Excessive agitation of warm milk 
in the farm tank itself. It has been 
found that rancidity may be induced

by any one or a combination of these 
above factors. 

In view of the factors which are 
responsible for inducing rancidity in 
milk from pipeline milking systems, 
the following recommendations have 
been proposed as measures for con- 
trolling and preventing induced ran- 
cidity in milks produced in these 
installations. (1) Reduce air agi- 
tation by insuring tight connections 
in the pipeline. (2) Keep heights 
of and number of risers to an abso- 
lute minimum. Incorporation of

Prof. S. A. Witzel, reporting at the 
meetings of the American Society of 
Agricultural Engineers, told of current 
University of Wisconsin research with 
a commercial, in-line milk meter.

How- 
ever, it is the hope of all that, 
through research efforts, a more 
complete knowledge of the problem 
will be gained and more effective 
means will be made available for 
controlling rancidity in pipeline 
milker systems.

The milk meter is promising both 
for monthly records—where a tester 
would come to a farm and install the 
meters temporarily—or for daily re- 
cords where the farmer would own the 
meters and have them permanently 
installed in the pipeline. Prof. Witzel 
points out that the devices work oy 
gravity so must be installed level and 
rigidly. They will probably be best 
where the entire herd is milked in a 
limited number of stalls. 

The current tests should enable 
dairy scientists, breed associations, 
and dairymen to evaluate the worth of 
the device. 

Prof. Witzel also reported research 
on larger meters which could measure 
the volume of milk being pumped 
from a farm bulk tank to a tank truck, 
or measure milk flow in the dairy plant. 
He has designed a device which elimi- 
nates air from milk to be metered. This 
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in 


has been one cause of inaccuracy in 
the meters. Tests last year showed that 
the air eliminator would be necessary 
for the successful operation of the 
milk meters. Such meters, 
eliminators, may be very valuable 

the future. They print gallonage 
tickets, for instance. These provide 
good records for farmers, haulers, and 
plant operators. With such meters, 
cheaper bulk tanks might be possible

Recent experience and improve- 
ments in bulk tank design indicate that 
the need is less urgent than previously 
thought for such meters to be attached 
to tank trucks. Bulk tank calibrations 
seem to be accurate and stable. In the 
long run, meters will undoubtedly 
come into extensive use for milk as 
they have for measuring other liquids. 


Three Years of Pipeline Milking

Our Objective: 

Our first and main objective is to 
efficiently produce quality milk at 
the lowest possible cost. 

Previous System: 

We had previously been milking 
our herd of 75 cows in three different 
barns with three separate systems. 
This required the use of four to five 
men at milking time. 

New Barn: 

Our first step was to consolidate 
our operations. A new one-story 
barn, 38 ft. by 200 ft., was erected 
to house our milking herd. Tie stalls 
are used for older cows while stan- 
chions are used for first-calf heifers. 
Milking Procedure: 

We started milking with four con- 
ventional units — two men doing 
the milking and one man carrying 
the milk to the bulk tank. This re- 
quired approximately two and one- 
half hours while a fourth man was 
feeding, cleaning, and doing other 
chores. 

Pipeline Installed: 

We then decided to install a pipe- 
line milker to cut down on labor 
and produce milk more efficiently. 
A glass pipe was installed which 
circles the barn then going directly 
to the bulk tank. At this time one 
man did the milking of about 60 
head, while a second did the feeding. 
Using four units we operated this 
way for about one and one-half 
years. 

Changes: 

To reduce the strain on one man, 
we decided to use two men milking, 
with the same two men doing the 
feeding. This proved to be easier 
on ourselves and took very little 
extra time. As our milking herd in- 
creased to 75 cows, we decided that 
each man could operate three units 
and thereby cut down on time. This 
is the system we now use and feel

that it works very satisfactorily. We 
start at the far end of the barn and 
work toward the milkroom. We 
work one man on each side and he 
is responsible for his line of cows 
as to the necessity of stripping. Our 
present milking time is approximate- 
ly one and one-half hours. 

Cost vs. Savings: 

Cost of installation was approxi- 
mately $60.00 per cow. We have 
paid for the installation plus the 
interest, entirely through savings on 
labor in three years, figuring one 
less man at milking time, four hours 
per day at $1.00 per hour which 
equals $4,380.00. 


Quality: 

During the three years, we have 
not taken down the pipeline in any 
way. Our most recent bacteria count 
was 9,000 raw and less than 1,000 
pasteurized. The milk is not ex- 
posed to odors or dirt, as it is always 
in the glass line from the time it 
leaves the cow until it reaches the 
bulk cooler. We sincerely believe a 
quality milk can be produced and 
handled at an economical cost by 
the use of a pipeline milker. 


Profitable Milk 


Production 


Wir smart management, family- 
sized dairy farms can still produce milk 
at a profit, believes Capper’s Farmer. The 
profitable, 66-acre dairy farm operated 
by Glenn Bentley, in Clinton County, 
Ohio, is a good example of how good 
management breeds profits. 

It was a three-cow, three-sow farm 
with a long history of failures, when 
Mr. Bentley bought it 12 years ago. 
Since then the Bentleys have built two 
new silos, a new loafing shed, a new 


milkhouse, a two-car garage, and have 
paid fora long list of improvements on 
the big farmhouse. 

Mr. Bentley's first aim was to in- 
crease his net profits through high 
producing cows and low-cost feed. 
Last year he produced almost all of 
the feed he used. He keeps a butterfat 
tester which he uses to keep tab on his 
cows’ performance. He runs monthly 
tests to discover the good cow families 
in the herd and culls according to the 
records. Last year his Guernsey milk- 
ing string averaged 10,400 Ibs. of milk. 

Mr. Bentley never leaves a calf with 
the mother after the second day. If 
there is any chance the calf will njure 
the mother, it is kept away from the 
beginning. He feeds calves on nipple 
buckets for eight weeks and does not 
put his young calves on grass. Hand 
feeding of grain is started when 
calves are a week old. The small 
calves are kept in individual pens, with 
portable partitions and are tatooed and 
dehorned during their first three days. 

The Bentley cows always have feed 
before them; pasture in summer, hay 
and silage in winter. Mr. Bentley feeds 
lots of molasses which he considers 
especially important for preventing 
milk fever in dry cows. He keeps cows 
dry for a full eight weeks and they 
never get grain during that time. This, 
he believes, also prevents milk fever. 

Much of the milk check money from 
the Bentley herd has been plowed right 
back into the business. His first silo 
more than paid for itself the second 
year after it was built. He has since 
added a second. Mr. Bentley makes 
grass silage from the early cuttings 
from his rotation meadows. This still 
leaves enough forage for 1,800 bales 
of hay, and pasture from late April to 
mid-October. His three pasture fields 
are divided, with temporary fencing, 
into six plots for rotation grazing. 

To get this kind of forage produc- 
tion, Mr. Bentley follows a six-year 
rotation—corn, wheat, and four years 
of meadow. He plants between five 
and 10 acres of corn a year, averaging 
100 bushels per acre. Good use of 
fertilizer has helped. Corn and wheat 
land get 300 pounds an acre of 3-12-12. 
New meadow seedings are top-dressed 
with another 300 pounds of 3-12-12. 
On his meadows, Mr. Bentley seeds a 
mixture of one and one half pounds 
ladino, five and one half pounds 
alfalfa, four pounds little red clover, 
and five and one half pounds of 
timothy an acre. Every three years he 
spreads three tons of lime an acre. 

“Most of my time is spent working 
with the cows.’’ Mr. Bentley says. 
“One thing I’m sure of is that the 
small dairyman can still make a living 

-if he gets high production and low 
feed and labor costs.”’

On Fat and Heart Disease. 


Dr. 
National Dairy Council recently 
sponsored a special research con- 
ference with eminent nutrition and 
medical authorities on the subject 
of diet and heart disease. Can we 
discuss some of the things these 
people had to say at the conference? 


Yes. There’s one thing | must 

point out, however. There are 
wide areas of agreement and dis- 
agreement on some aspects of this 
subject. Consequently, anything 
| say in this interview must be 
recognized as my personal at- 
tempt to interpret the thinking 
of the experts as expressed at our 
conference. 


I realize that. And perhaps we will 
discuss the problem in a manner 
more pertinent to the direct interest 
of the dairy industry than it might 
be discussed by some one in an- 
other field. But let's give it a try. 
First, I'd like to know if butterfat is 
considered responsible for heart 
disease?

Well, can any fats in the diet cause 
heart attacks? 


No. One cannot simply say that 
fat in the diet causes heart at- 
tacks. There are strong beliefs 
that the amount and type of fat 
in the diet may affect the amount 
of cholesterol in the blood and /or 
the ability of the blood to clot... 
but what you are asking should 
really be first separated into two 
questions.

What would the questions be? 


We should decide whether we 
are talking about heart attacks. 
per se, or atherosclerosis. 


There’s a difference? 


Yes. and this one of the 
points strongly registered at the 
conference ... That we have to

atherosclerosis or 


What ts atherosclerosis? 


It is a long-term, progressive 
development from early child- 
hood to puberty in males, or from 
childhood to menopause in fe- 
males. It has to do with things 
happening both in and to our 
veins and arteries. Our vascular 
system might be compared to 
pipes and, if so, we can then say 
that atherosclerosis concerns what 
happens to the pipes, themselves, 
as well as to what flows through 
them. 


But doesn’t atherosclerosis 


heart attacks? 


cause 


I do not believe that is neces- 
sarily so. All of us have atheros- 
clerosis in varying degrees. Yet 
many of us may never have a 
heart attack. 


All people have atherosclerosis? 


In varying degrees, | say “yes,” 
for Americans at least. ‘That’s 
what | meant when I referred to 
its starting in early childhood. 
Some scientists have compared it 
to rusting of pipes. The rust is 
something that actually happens 


to the pipes, but it also occurs 
somewhat as a result of what 
flows through the pipes. 


Can the effects be reversed? 


There has been some research 
which indicates the possibility 
that effects of atherosclerosis, 
such as lesions in blood vessels, 
can be made to disappear under 
certain conditions. In other 
words, the process which caused 
the lesions was reversed and heal- 
ing took place, leaving healthy 
matter where lesions previously 
had been present. 


All right. Now for the moment, 
let’s assume that takes care of athero- 
sclerosis. Let me interject, at this 
point, the question, “What is a 
heart attack?”’ 


\ heart attack is actually an 
event that takes place in the heart 
itself. What actually predisposes 
the event is unknown. But we do 
know that when the event occurs, 
a section of the heart is shut off, 
or blocked, and this cuts off the 
supply of oxygen to that part of 
the heart. With lack of oxygen, 
a part of your heart muscle 
“dies.” Pain alerts the individual. 
unless immediately fatal, to the 
fact that he is experiencing a 
heart attack. Most of the care 
physicians administer to such 
heart patients concerns easing the 
pain and eliminating exertion so 
that the patient’s heart, on its 
own, has a maximum chance to 
establish a new _ blood 
through the heart around 
damaged muscle area.

Are there other factors which might 
also be examined for a connection 
with heart ailments? 

Yes. That’s my point. At the 
NDC Conference, it was generally 
agreed that there are four groups 
of possible atherosclerotic influ- 
ences which should be studied. 
These factors are 1) hormones, 2) 
concurrent disease, 3) heredity, and 
1) diet. Note that diet is only one 
of four areas which should be 
studied with diligence if we are to 
find answers to heart ailments. 
Yet publicity on diet, alone, has 
received the biggest headlines. 


In studying dietary causes, did 


your conference leave it at fat? 


No. And this is still another re- 
assuring point. Under 
possibilities, as well, there are 
four sub-categories which scien- 
tists feel should be studied. To 
name the four, there is, of course, 
fat—both kind and amount—on 
which research should continue: 
and protein, vitamins and min- 
erals were the other three named 
for investigation.

This seems to become more com- 
plex as we talk about it. Could you 
wrap that up more in context? 

Let me try, because this is im- 
portant. Though the dairy in- 
dustry and others have helped 
sponsor a great deal of research, a 
large part of which has been on fat, 
no one today can really say which 
are the major, minor; primary, 
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factors involved 
development of heart 
Diet, because it has 
been convenient. has been one of 
the most studied factors up to 
this time; and fat, in particular, 
has received special study. But 
now it is reasoned, no further real 
progress can be made in under- 
standing the possible role of 
butterfat in heart disease without 
our first gaining a better under- 
standing of all fats, other dietary 
factors and the whole nature of 
atherosclerosis and heart attacks. 
In other words, National Dairy 
Council’s attitude may well be, 
in the future, to not put money on 
fat alone in this problem, but to 
insist that the interrelationships 
of fat, protein, carbohydrates, 
vitamins and minerals must be 
studied in this connection.

I believe I see what you're driving 

at. Do you mean that the sound 
research approach, as of now, should 
be to concentrate not just on fat, 
but on several nutritional fronts at 
once—and also to urge recognition 
of the fact that factors other than 
diet, as well, need equal attention. 
By that I mean the things you men- 
tioned earlier—hormones, concur- 
rent disease and heredity? 


That sums it up. 


And would you also say 
the publicity which has been given 
to fat will have to be shared, nght- 
fully, by other food constituents and 
factors beyond the 
food? 

I certainly do.

And this, in it- 
ought to mean something to 
dairy industry, and other 
groups, who have long-suf- 
fered singularly unjustified pub- 
licity on their products as _per- 
haps being associated with heart 
ailments in the United States. 


This means to me that the dairy in- 
dustry, through research, will begin 
to realize some of the returns it de- 
serves for having had the guts to 
continue a studies on fat 
even while the “fat was on the fire,’ 
you might say. Would you agree 
with that? 

Yes. The dairy industry, parti- 
cularly through NDC, has a re- 
cord of sponsoring nutrition re- 
search that antedates most other 
groups. Some of the major knowl- 
edge of nutrition today is the re- 
sult of such study. It has both- 
ered many people that products 
of the dairy industry have been 
singled out, in many in- 
stances, and baldly presented in 
headlines as food to fear. As one

very learned gentleman at our 
conference put it: “There are 
more known advantages to using 
milk than disadvantages and 
people should be made to under- 
stand this.” 


In other words, the dairy industry's 

continuing research pays off in the 
long pull-and even on the heart 
problem, it carried us to the 
point where a// foods and several 
non-dietary factors must be studied 
if we are to solve the heart disease 
riddle? 


Yes. And through this, more 
responsible reporting will, | hope. 
occur with the result that the con- 
suming publie will realize fully 
that this is an intricate thing 
that from a dietary standpoint, 
if consumers are going to suspect 
one food, they'll have to suspect 
all foods and that scientists mean 
it at this time when they say, “We 
do not have reasons why the 
public should stop eating fat” and 
“No significant changes in the 
American diet should be recom- 
mended at this time.” 


You don’t mean, however, that 
anyone is going to relax in trying to 
pinpoint the causes of heart disease, 
do you? 


!. | surely don’t. NDC, and 
others, will continue to push this 
thing ahead. But we are very 
grateful to have reached a plateau 
from which it can be observed 
with conviction that long-stand- 
ing nutritional recommendations 
still stand . . . that milk and milk 
products along with other basic 
foods are safe, and healthful table 
fare, as they have always been, if 
indulged in sensibly and with 
some sense of proportion.

In closing, would you comment on 
obesity since it is commonly under- 
stood that overweight persons seem 
more susceptible to heart ailments? 


That should make a_ good 
“clincher” with reference to how 
we ought to eat while 
search laboratories try 
the heart riddle. Let’s put it this 
way. If | were overweight, | 
would concentrate on eating less 
but not cut out anything listed i in 
the basic food groups like milk, 
milk products, meat, fish, 
fruits, green and leafy vegetables, 
-cereals and bread. I would be 
concerned rather about not con- 
suming more calories than I need 
than which foods they come from.

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Trim Costs by Trimming Hoofs 


(Reprinted from The Kraftsman, March - April, 


RIMMING Costs 1S important to a 

dairyman, but so is another kind 

of trimming. Dale Cohenour, 
Milledgeville, Ill, believes in begin- 
ning at the bottom—by trimming his 
cows’ hoofs. 


When cows are confined to barns 
during the winter and are pastured on 
soils lacking in abrasive material, the 
hoofs grow faster than they are worn 
off. This results in the development 
of long toes that will eventually pro- 
duce discomfort to the cow in stand- 
ing and walking. Unless the hoofs are 
trimmed, lameness and a _ crippled 
condition may result. 

The hoofs should be trimmed by 
chiseling off the fore part of the toe and 
rasping or chiseling off the excessive 


growth underneath. Extreme care 


must be exercised to avoid injury to 
the quick, which could lead to infec- 


tion and additional lameness. 


You need a sharp chisel and a plank to 
cuton, Start cutting back the toes a little 
at a time so you don’t cut too deep and 
make the foot bleed. The hoof is painted 
to show the part to be removed. Always 
follow the shape of the foot, taking more 
off the toes than the sides. Do not attempt 
to remove all of the bottom ridge by cut- 
ting back the toes or you may cripple the 
cow seriously. 


You need a block to rest the foot on for 
trimming of the bottom of the foot. This 
will let you cut downward with the chisel. 
On front feet you should use your leg to 
support the cow. You do not cut the heel 
of the foot, only the sides and toes.

If the toes are too long, they may 
break off and get very sore, causing 
the cow to favor one foot. This puts 
unnecessary strain on the other legs 
and will weaken the whole cow. 

If the front feet are not trimmed, the 
cow will either toe out or toe in with 
age and the ridge on the bottom of the 
hoof will become hard and sore. This 
may cause a cow to lean against the 
stanchion to support her weight. In 
time, this may cause winged shoulders 
which could result in loss of several 
years production.

oO study the breeding and inheritance back of the 

original animals selected by Charles J. Moore, Lang- 

more Farm, Troy, N. Y., it is necessary to go back to 
the year 1915 and make a Beet study of the Wyebrook 
Guernsey herd, started that year by the late C. L. A. Whit- 
ney, Albany, New York. The first cow purchased by Mr. 
Whitney was Imp. Daisy II. of the Friquet, selected from 
the herd of F. B. Buckley, Schaghticoke, New York. That 
same year, Stella’s Favorite 2d was bought from the cele- 
brated Anna Dean Farm, Barberton, Ohio. This cow had 
previously made a record of 14529—719—C and stood 
fifth among the class leaders. After coming to Wyebrook, 
she calved again in December, 1915, and in her first year 
made 15731—750 for Mr. Whitney. 


In the 1916 Langwater Sale, Mr. Whitney selected Lang- 
water Dairymaid for $6,150, the highest price ever paid for 
a Guernsey cow at public auction up to that ume. She 
combined type with exceptional production, as her record 
of 16949--812—-A demonstrated. ‘“‘Dairymaid’’ was first 
prize four-year-old at the National in 1912 and, as a two- 
year-old, made a class leading record of 11782--631—G. 
She was sired by Jethro Bass out of Imp. Itchen Daisy 3d. 
While at W yebrook she dropped a son, W yebrook Supreme, 
he by Ne Plus Ultra of Wyebrook. “Dairym: iid,” however, 
is best remembered as the dam of Langwater Steadfast, that 
was later selected by popular vote as the most influential 
sire of the breed. ‘‘Steadfast’’ was later sold for $25,000 to 
G. A. Cluett, Green Meadow Farms, Williamstown, Mass., 
and is the sire of Shuttlewick Levity. 


Mr. Whitney also bought Langw ater Lustre for $1,850 
in this same 1916 Langwater Sale. “Lustre’’ 1s the dam of

It was during this period that Charlie had a 
chance to study the breeding and the inheritance of these 
strongly bred May Rose Guernseys, and when he became 
a supporter and follower of the Green Meadow 
tion bloodlines. 

Prior to becoming manager at Wyebrook, Charlie had 
taken the herdsman’s course at Iowa State College and 
showed the Iowanola herd for the late Charles and Clark 
Mountain, Des Moines, Iowa. Following this experience 
he became herdsman for what is now Grayce Farms, Fleet- 
ville, Pennsylvania. For a time he also served as herdsman 
at Mount Hope Farm, Williamstown, Massachusetts. 

Thus, when Charlie took over his duties as manager at 
Wyebrook he was well equipped to undertake the job at 
hand. During the next seven years the herd continued to 
play an important part at the leading shows and 
throughout the country and to make many 
contributions to the breed. 

Many class leaders and show ring champions were de- 
veloped by Wyebrook during this period. Among the 
National champion bulls developed was Wyebrook Match- 
less, that was purchased by Boul: ler Bridge in 1936. In 
telling about the purchase of ‘‘Matchless,’’ Les Wilson 
wrote: ‘At one of the Nationals we saw Wyebrook Match- 
He had been junior champion for C. L. A. Whitney 
and shown by Charles Moore. Knowing our Waldorf and 
Harvester blood needed and responded to ‘stretch,’ we 
were off in quest of ‘Matchless.’ In January, 1936, he came 
to Boulder Bridge, and that year Olaf led him in first and 
grand champion as a two-year-old at Illinois, lowa, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Waterloo and the National.’ 

In 1938, Charles Moore left Wyebrook to start in business 
for himself. As a foundation for the herd he was to build 
at Averill Park, N. Y., Charlie secured 25 head from Mr. 
Whitney. 
the Wyebrook herd, and many of the animals selected were 
rich in the blood of Langwater Knight, Langwater Traveler, 
Wyebrook Matchless and Coronation Rose King. Included 
among the original 25 head picked by Charlie were five 
daughters of “Matchless’’ and three by Coronation Rose 
King. Eight of the older cows averaged over 14000 Ibs. 
of milk and 700 Ibs. of fat. Charlie continued to operate 
the farm at Averill Park until 1945, when he moved to his 
present location, six miles east of Troy, N. Y., on Route 2. 

Two cows that came from the Averill Park herd and are 
still in the present Langmore herd at Troy are Langmore 
Idol Lustre and Langmore Kitty.

toasagmone per when the milk is picked 
up. and the quantity of milk that is 
being cooled at each milking program. 

There is a problem that you should 
seriously consider with your electric 
agriculture fieldman. He 
should look over your operations with 
you to find out whether you have 
enough power to take care of the addi- 
tional load of a compressor for cooling 
milk. 

Most engineers would like to secure 
a direct line from the main pole in to 
operate a direct expansion unit with a 
three or more horsepower capacity unit 
being used. So much for minor irrita- 
tions of the cold wall tank problem. 

We have made no attempt in this 
paper to present the major part of the 
pipeline milking of the bulk milk 
handling industry. This is a story in 
itself. Suffice it to say that we are just 
beginning in the pipeline milk business 
in Pennsylvania. As nearly as we can 
discover there are ap proximately 400 
pipelines in either milking parlors or 
dairy barns in 


comps any 


Pennsylvania. This ts 


just the beginning. 

Certainly pipeline milking and bulk 
handling is going to be in the business 
of n 1echi Inizing our d airy farms within 
the next decade. It has to be mechani- 
cally; we have to do what we can, be- 
cause by mechanics labor is saved and 
certainly it is easier to do a job with 
mé ichinery than by hand. 

Bulk milk handling is here to stay. 
It has been my considered judgment 
that anybody who intends to stay in the 
dairy business will in the near future 
have to buy a bulk milk cooling tank. 

Thirty- five hundred dairymen who 
have spent over seven million dollars 
for cold wall tanks are, in my estima- 
tion, one of the indications that we are 
going into bulk milk handling very, 
very rapidly. We have advised dairy 
farmers who have reached the stage of 
needing more refrigeration on the 
farm that it would be desirable to buy 
a bulk milk tank and can off the milk 
until such a time as a bulk milk route 
comes into their area. 

Harvesting Forage

but also during feeding. Chopped hay 
is the best hay form for self-feeding 
and self-feeding is attracting much in- 
terest today. Another very important 
benefit of a chopped hay program is 
that the same machinery is used for 
harvesting forage for hay and for 
silage.” 


Grass Silage 
After all this discussion of hay mak- 


ing, let’s hasten to appreciate that the 
practice which most often and most 
effectively permits the timely harvest 
and efficient preservation of the first 
cutting of a good forage crop in the 
Northeast is making it into silage. 

Field losses of dry matter, 


protein 
and 


carotene are almost completely 
avoided by either direct-cut harvesting 
or by wilting to 65 to 70 per cent 
moisture. Fermentation and leaching 
losses need not exceed 10 to 15 per 
cent dry matter compared to losses of 
30 to 50 per cent or more for field- 
cured hay. 


Silage making is far less influenced 
by weather than is he ay making, even 
with the use of stem crushing and 
finish drying. Consequently, to be 
able to consistently harvest forage 
when it’s right, silage making should 
always be included; and should be the 
method usually used for first cutting 
most years in most areas of the North- 
east. Every dairyman with a good 
forage production program, using 
vigorous growing legumes and grasses 
adequately fertilized is ‘paying’ the 
cost of a silo and silage-making equip- 
ment. Rather than “‘paying” these 
costs in forage nutrient losses, it is far 
better tO pay them in purchase prices 
and have the benefits that result. 

Harvesting forage when it’s right 
by a method that will preserve and 
conserve its nutrients and milk-making 
ability may well be the greatest single 
step to profitable dairying. The stage 
of maturity of the plants at the time of 
harvest is more important than the 
particular method used as long as that 
method does save the nutrients during 
harvest and storage. 

No method known today is perfect 
and without some shortcomings as 
well as assets. No one method is best 
for all farms nor for all seasons. Selec- 
tion of a method or methods its “‘a 
matter of economics which will differ 
from farm to farm and can best be 
decided on the basis of availability and 
cost of labor, equipment and facilities. 


Decision and Preparedness 


The imperative thing is to decide 
well in advance just what system will 
be used, and then to have the where- 
withal on hand and in good condition 
to rapidly and efficiently harvest your 
forage crop when it is “right.”

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largest number ever done in a similar 
period of time. 

While the breaking of these records 
is unusual, the important feature of 
the Waukesha program was the taking 
of yellow skin secretion readings on 
these 900 cows. These readings are 
being compared with color readings of 
the milk from these cows, and two 
more readings will be taken at other 
seasons of the year —second reading in 
early spring or summer when the cattle 
are on lush pastures, and the third in 
the fall. Skin secretion readings were 
taken both on the amount of secretion 
and on the degree or intensity of 
yellow color, and ratings were divided 
into three groups of Light, Medium 
and Dark in degree of color, and 1, 2 
and 3 in amount of skin secretion. 

This color study, which is probably 
the most complete ever undertaken, 
was conceived by Gavin McKerrow, 
General Manager of Golden Guernsey 
Dairy Coop., of Milwaukee. Mr. 
McKerrow has, for many years, con- 
tended that the yellow color and 
superior flavor of Guernsey milk is the 
breed’s most important single asset. 
No one can speak with greater author- 
ity, because from a small beginning, 
with a group of his neighbor Guernsey 
breeders about 30 years ago, he has 
built Golden Guernsey Dairy to a 
leading position in the Milwaukee 
Market in competition with two large 
National chains. Asa result, Guernsey 
registrations have shown a steady and 
constant increase in the area. Pro- 
ducer premiums have been paid for
